NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

A large number of the poorest workers engaged in the tailoring trade have 
become involved in the great strike at the Rast End. The conditions in which 
they labour are notoriously wretched. Bad pay, long hours, and insanitary sur- 
roundings combine to make their lot miserable in the extreme, That they had 
made no resolute attempt to obtain better terms from the masters was due to the 
overstocked condition of this particular labour market, and to the consequent 
difficulty of effective organisation among the“operatives. The strike of the dock- 
labourers, however, has acted as a contagion even in so unpromising a quarter as 
the tailoring industry. The worm has turned at last. It is to be hoped that the 
agitation will really result in an emelioration of the lot of the poorer class of 
tailors. Seeing that the greatest of the communal problems springs 
to a large extent from the misery of the tailors the aspiration is not altogether 
an unselfish one. Better terms for the tailors’ hands would mean a sensible 
alleviation of the burdens which have to be borne by the cominunal ch ity. An 
appreciable improvement in the material condition of the forcign tailors of the 
East Ead would do much towards effecting that 
tutes the one great aim of the communal politice. Oa every ground, then, the 
movement is deserving of sympathy, And it is quite possible to feel this sym- 
pathy without necessarily committing ons self to approval of the im: thods or the 
private aims of any professional agitator who arrogates to himself the right of 
leading a strike. It is, without doubt, questionable policy on the part of poor for- 
eigners to give an exaggerated idea of their numbers by parading through London, 
and thus excite further prejudice against their entire body, especially when they 
place themselves under the leadership of men conspicuously connected with 
Socialistic movements. What is wanted is more orgabination..of .the trade, At 
present the workers are at the mercy of the “ sweaters,” who in turn have to 
accept whatever prices may be offered by the wholesale houses. Ia the scramble

SCHOOL BOOKS, 

We advocated last week the creation of a central Board of Education, and 
we suggested, among the appropriate functions of such an organisation, the 
preparation of text-books on Hebrew and religious subjects, Not that the 
Board or any of its members would necessarily write such books, But it 
would be its duty to take steps to bave them written by competent hands, 
That the want we indicate isan urgent one every Jewish educationist will 
admit at once. The marvel is that a community so energetic as ours should 
have patiently experienced it for so long atime without making some sort of 
organised effort to satisfy it. Even if Jewish teachers were nearer perfection 
than they are it would still be unjust to insist upon their carrying on their 
work without the one appliance which is essential to its real success. The 
most capable teacher in the world can do comparatively little without proper 
class-books. To set ordinary teachers to work without such aids, and expect 
them to produce good results, is almost as unreasonable as it would be to bid 
them make bricks without straw. Teachers are either condemned to 
use books which are totally unsuitable as manuals of class-instruction, or 
they are compelled, in’sheer despair, to throw these useless works aside and 
trust to their own unaided knowledge. The dearth of good Jewish text- 
books is extraordinary. And when we say that, itis with no desire to dis. 
parage the achievements of many a zealous labourer in this particular field: 
What has chiefly been done hitherto is to supply books for private and 
individual instruction ; noris it possible to Jeny the valna of such books 
judged with reference to the purpose for which they have been written. But 
it is no depreciation of them to point out that they are notsc'iool-books ; and 
it is school-books that are wanted. 

~ To the cynical it may be comforting to know that other denominations 
are in the same predicament as we are, The Church does not appear to 
be much better off in the matter of teaching-manuals than the Synagogae, 
Canon Cuevvye, writing in the July number of the Contemporary Review, 
has his particular fling at the religious works that are put into the hands of 
the Christian youth. ‘ However ba‘lly,” he observes, “a boy or a girl may 
be taught in other subjects, I do not see why Bible history and religion 


should be distorted to keep the other subjects company. ©! course there is 


a want of books. Most books on the Old Testament are so very dall.’ But 
the dulness of Christian books ought not to be made an excuse for the pre- 
servation of the same quality in Jewish works, It ought to inspire a deter- 
mination jto make Jewish books shine by comparison. They will haye 
to put on a good deal of brillianey before they do that, Jewish Scripture 
Histories-are excellent as far as they go ; their chief defect is that they do not 
go further, As records of facts they are unimpeachable. Where they fal! 
short is in confining themselves to facts, A Scripture history should be 
something more than a gazette ; it should be a. picture, It should be less 
concerned to give a list of the dukes of Edom or an itinerary of the Israelites 
in the Wilderness than to furnish a vivid panorama of Isnau’s cheqnered 
fortunes from the Exodus to the Return, it should bea living story, not a 
bald, lifeless narrative. It should mention but few names, yet teach a 
hundred lessons, It should be Aa book of history, but history put to its 
highest use——as the means of revealing Gop and of making duty clearer, If 
itis not all this it has no ra/son d'étre, For the Bible may be trusted to tal] 
‘ts own tale infinitely better than any dry manual, and no Scripture history 


js justified that does not go beyond the Bible by expounding its story ant 


drawing out its truths. | re 

Such a work, which shall atthe same time possess the indefinab‘o but 
very definite characteristics of a clags-book, has yet to be written, As 
regards another order of school-books we are better off. At least the crying 
want of a children’s prayer-book has received earnest attention. The skill 
of Mr. Louis B. ABRAHAMS, aided by Mr. P. Vatventine’s enterprise, 
has given the commun'ty a useful little work at a marvelously low price, 
Soon, too, we may expect the long-promised Prayer Book which the Rey, S, 
Sixage is editing. So that one gap, at least, in our educational! apparatus 
may be regarded as filled. But this is the one green spot in the 
desert. A manual of Religion 1s imperatively needod, As Religion is 
the subject which is least satisfactorily taught in. our Schools this want 
should have been the first to receive attention, We do not forget Mr, N. 
a: Jostvn's admirable volume —by far the best work on Ju laism | that has 
been produced on English soil. But, un'ess we are greatly mistaken, Mr 


Josepu would himself admit that his book is more adapted for the home. 


than for the School. School teachers may fand ‘do avail themselves of 
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it as an excellent source whenee they may draw knowledge and inspiration : 
for themselves, Bat they cannot teach from it, They prefer to use 
“ Henry's Class Book’—a work incomparably inferior to it in every respect, 
eave that of being, what the “ Religion, Natural and Revealed,” 1s not—a 
Class Book, Bosides this antiquated work, with its sterile presentment of 
Judaism, there is no text-book available save certain catechisms, which are 
condemned by their very form, If theie is one unsatis‘actory way of teaching 
Religion it is by catechism. Tt trests Judaism as thouch it were Arith- 
metic, It is an attempt to teach children Religion by the metho ls by which 
they karn the Multiplication Table. “The cramping intluences of such a 
system on the papil’s mint can easily bo imagined. To make a child 
mechanically get by heart the answer to a given question in Religion is to 
kill spiritual feeling in the bud, Happily the catechism is pretty weil dis- 
credited in the London Schools, whatever may be its fate in the country. 
But the desuctude into which it is rapidly falliag will not suffice to produce 
the book that is needed to take its place. The idea! work is one which, in 
language and style peculiarly suited to the wants of large Classes of children, 
will expound Jadaism simply and sympatheticaly. it will make the dry 
bones of Jewish ceremonies live by exhibiting theie poetry and elucidating 
their sublime lessons, Lt will expound the abstract teachings of Judaism, 
and show, that while they constitute a heritage of which the Israelite may 
well be proud, they are at the same time a powerlal inceative urging him: to 
be foremost among the world’s moral aml religious exemplars, [t will be a 
book that slores the mind and informs the spirit ° but it will powerlully hie lp 
to ennoble the heart and to consecrate the life. Wien we recollect how 
closely the future of Judaism in this country, With its large population of 
foreign Jews, is bound up with the lives of. the children in the school 
house, the urgent need of such a book will be recognized at once, 


Less vitally necessary but still greatly desirable are scientifical'y 
arranged text-books on Hebrew Reading and Hebrew Grammar, A good 
Hebrew Primer is stitla thing of the fatare.. Primers there are already ; 
but they are not sufliciently graduated, nor are the examples diver-ified 
with sufficient skill. They teach the papil to read as much by rote as by 
thoucht to Buy nothing of the merely mechanical defect of typographical 
eccentricity, ‘The coming Primer must be free from these v.ces, Combined 
with it, or distinet from it, a Hebrew Grammer must be issued which shail 
steer a nriddle course hetween academic elaborateness and a more than 
childish inanity, The pupils who need such a work are not University 
students, neither do they belong to the Infants’ Standard, They are chil- 
dren of from ten to fourteen, for whom the task of Translation would she 
made easier and more fruitful if they knew the elements of Hebrow 
etymology and syntax, The coming Grammar must be compiled with a view 
to their requirements ; and a Board of Education might well include among 
the many services that are required of it, the application of the needful 
stimulus, for the production of sueh a work, and the other necessary 
text-books which we haye enumerated, Nor would there be any difii- 
culty about fumls. The Jacon Trust is still available, we believe, 
as a source Of help fowards the publication of really food Jewish Book 
The American Hebrew Publeation Society is also renily to assist in the 
same direction, and probably on a more extended seale. ‘The real problem is 
find competent writers who with the requisite ability unite the pully 
necessary leisure and industry, But evon these undoubtedly would be ran to 
earth ifonly an organisation were formed to hunt fer them. A

dueation would not want for a splendid programme even if it contined jts 
attention to school books. But since ta addition tt might ba a potent means 
of improving the whole of our educational machinery, it really seems. as 
thouwh we « ould not too quik ily set about er ating it.

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BENEDICT OF WINCHESTER. 


BY M. D. DAVIS. 


A few weeks ogo Mr. Joseph Jacobs, whose industry and diligent research are 
worthy of the highest commendation, brought to light the interesting fact that one 
Benedict fil Abrabam, of Winchester, bad been admitted into the Merchants’ Guild 
of his native place in the month of April, 1268. In conveying this isolated piece of 
information, our friend adds,“ I have no information about this Benedict, who, so 
far as 1 know, only occurs this once in Anglo-Jewisn history.” I was greatly sur- 
prised and astoniehed at this assertion, for Benedict fil Abraham, otherwise Benedict 
de Winton, has long been known to me as one of the most conspicuous figures in 
Anglo-Jewish history during the latter part of the reign of Henry 5rd, and the 
earlier portion of the reign of his successor, Edward Ist, Mr. Jacobs is perfectly 
correct in stating that at all times Winchester was a favourable and favourite 


locality of the medieval Jews, I purpose now filling up the hiatus which has 


been left blank. 
Let me introduce *the subject with a small genealogical table, which will 
occupy but little space : 
Abraham, 


Benedict de Winton. 

Wife, Flora la Blunde, Widow of Solomon 
Episcopus, 


Frequent references are made in the records to Flora de Winton, but, as several 
Floras resided at Winchester at one and the same period, it will not be safe to assign 
any of their transactions to this especial Flora, Solomon le Everke was a Winchester 
man, and is not to be confounded with another of the same name, who bad lived in 
Milk Street, London, many years previously, and had abjured the Kingdom to 
avoid the vengeance and persecution of the Crown. 

To prove the importance and eminent standing of the Benedict in question, 
which may also account in some measure for the esteem in which he was held by 
his co-citizens, I copy the following from Lawrence's “ Queens of England" (vol, 
1. p. 422): 

“One of Edward's earliest measures as king was to augment the dower of his 
beloved Elinor, the queen-mother having been secured in the possession of that 
which by custom seems to have belonged to the Queens of England. He, therefore, 
assigned her lands to the value of £4,500, and probably with a view of raising her 
dower yet nearer to an equality with that of his mother, gave those strict directions 
which Prynve has recorded respecting the queen's gold being collected for every 
fine for which it was due, From the same we accordingly fiad that she appointed 
Bennett of Winchester, a Jew, to keep her gold and despatch her other business in 


the exchequer .... . In his eleventh year he gave her all the goods and chattels 


of the Jews, which had been forfeite),” the Jews who had been strung up by their 
dozens on the false plea that they had clipped the co‘n, , 

Tovey, page 51, gives us ths text of an important document dated 1276. 
relating to the same individual. Translated from the original Latin, it reads thus : 
“The King to his Justices assigned to the custody of the Jews, greeting. Whereas 
we have learned that the Lord Henry, our father, was accustomed to have in his 
Exchequer of the Jews one certain Jew acting as Escheator of such tenements and 
chattels as by right appertained to our father by reason of the demise or trans. 
gressions of the Jews, or other similar caus, Whereas also since the decease of 
our father we have not, nor have had any Jew or any one else acting in this capacity, 
whereby we understand that we have sust sined a loss by no means moderate. There- 
fore, desirous of indemnifying ourselvea in this particular, we have assigned such 
office to Benedict of Winchester, the Jew, to maintain it inite former style. We 
command you, therefore, that his corporal oath being accepted that he will conduct 
himself with all fealty while occupyiog the post, you admit the aforesaid Benedict 
nto the aforesaid office after the usual form,” 

The nature of the corporal sacrament or oath here adverted to Iam at a loss to 
fathom. 

The earliest notices I possess of Benedict de Winton commenc) circa 1270, and 
from that year down to the expulsion in 129) hoe figures not occisionally but 
repeatedly on what are termed the Exchequer Plea Rolls. His monetary trans- 
actions were numerous and widespread ; his wealth was enormous; it is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that he figares with equal frequency on the Rolls of receipt, for 
the Crown took care to mulct him heavily of his gains. 

tenedict in his capacity of legal assessor to the Court of Exchequer had confided 
to him the solution of many difficalties where his coreligionists were concerned, 
especially on one notable occasion in 1278, when the justices summoned Samuel le 
Blund. a London Jew, to Westminster, in order to substantiate the validity of his 
seal accompanying a legal document. The Court, being in a fix, for the seal was 
in Hebrew, convenela Beth-din. consisting of Benedict of Winchester, Gamaliel 
of Oxford, and Sampeon fil Isaac, the two latter residing in the London Jewry. The 
verdict of the Beth-din states that after due examination, “ they declare upon oath 
that the aforesaid seal appendel to the present shtarr is certainly the seal of Samuel 
le Blund,” and Samael came off with flying colours. 

Following further the footsteps of Benedict de Winton, I find that he had 
pi cuniary dealings with several important personages of the Christian faith. Cer- 
tain obligations for debts which he held in the names of William de Meysham, 
the younger, William de Meysham le Chevaler, and Sir Urien of St. Peter, he seems 
to bave aold, for a consi jeration, to Gamaliel of Oxford, and the latter on receiving 
the proceeds from the various debtors, frees them from all further reo-ponsi bilities 
ig a curiously-worded deed which I discovered some time aroatths Record Office. 
The deed is couche! in axcieat barbarous Norman-Freaoch, and commeness thus

Paor. MeLDOLA, F.R.S.—The Dyer and Calico Priater of August 
15th contains a portrait aad biography of Professor Raphael Meldola, F.RS. We 
give a brief summary of the biographical article. P.iof. Meldola was bora in 1814 
in the Essex Road, Ivlington ; his father wasa printer. ‘The family came originally 
from Italy, and there isa village in Tuscany still bearing the name of Meldola 
The geaealogical record pos essed by the family goes back to the yoar 11540. Prof. 
Meldola entered the Royal College of Chemistry, under Dr. Praukland, in Iseu 
His first connection with the coal tar industry, in which he has so greatly distin. 
guished himself, was in 1870, Since that time hie name bas been asacciated with 
many of the most important discoveries in that branch of chemival research. one 
of the many colouring substauces he has discovered being called in all the German 
works on coal-tar colours, ‘* Meldola’s Blue.” He discovered the first alkaline green, 
the first green colouring matter of its kind. In Hoagland the chemistry of the azo 
and diazo compounds is a field of research now almost entirely in hia hands, In 
1885 he was appointed Professor of Chemistry at the Finsbury Technical College. 
Ile was the first to make widely accessible to English naturalists the works of Prof. 
Weismann, whose theories are now provoking so much discussion among biologists, 
In Wallace's new work on Darwiniem Prof. Meldola’s contributions to biology are 
frequently referred to. As one result of his connection with the Essex Field Clab (of 
of which he was President), he wrote the most complete account of an English 
earthquake (1584) that has ever been drawn up. He acts as Secretary of the Corres- 
ponding Societies Committee of the British Association, His literary work com- 
menced in 1873 with a small treatise on Inorganic Chemistry, and among his vola- 
minous writings need only be mentioned the article on Organic Chemistry in the last 
edition of the Encyclopedia Brittanica. In 1866 he was awarded by the Society of 
Arts asilver medal for his paper on The Scientific Development of the Coal-tar 
Industry. He waselected a Fellow of the Royal Society in Is66, and he has served 
on the Councils of the Chemical Society and the Lustititute of Chemistry, and is a 
Vice-President of the Geologists Association,
